GOCASE 

ESPIONAGE -G. y ^ 

As you know, fiieudonne Costes (To m aK'*' tlifi ^Erench-avla.-t'O'] 
had operated as a double agent against the german Intelligence Service, 
sailed for Prance October 15, 1945. An appropriate receipt and release 
was received from him and he departed under relatively amiable circumstances 
considering the obstreperousness which he usually manifested. Through this 
case Paul Jean Marie Cavaillez (John Y) was identified as a German agent. 

After investigation, Cavaillez was indicted, pled guilty, and has been sen- 
tenced to five years' imprisonment. This operation met with a good deal of 
general success over a period of about three years in bringing to us knowledge 
of the operations of the German Intelligence Service, particularly Ast Paris. 

The handling of Costes as a double agent and a suitable coverage of Cavaillez 
nullified one of the principal ,offggsives of Ast Paris against the United 
States. This double agent cannel was also used to pass deceptive material 
to the Germans by menas of secret writing letters and to that extent contributed 
to the general success of our deceptive program, upon which -r§p£esentatives of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff hav§ commented favorably. 


It is obvious that the success in this case was substantially 
contributed to by Special Agent P. S. Penny, who supervised it from its 
inception to its practical conclusion* Mr. Penny furnished valuable informa- 
tion and suggestions to the New York Pield. Division. His great attention to 
detail, his tremendous patience, and his thoroughgoing study and analysis of 
each problem as it arose contributed greatly to the valuable development of 
this case. The suceess of our deceptive program, upon \*hich representatives of 
worthy in view of the selfishness and unreliability of Tom X. 

Mr. Penny also supervised the Camcase, a double agent operation 
involving Marco Cenerini-Borodin, who was brought from Spain, and 

returned after completion of his missibnnon May 26/ 1945. While not so 
spectacular in its results, the Camcase contributed materially to the -Bureau's 
control of the German Intelligence Service and knowledge of its operations. 

This operation was handled smoothly and capably by Mr. Penny. Generally 
sppgdking during his three years in the Espionage Section Mr. Penny has handled 
his work with aggressiveness, thoroughness, ingenuity, and enthusias. He 
at allltimes contributed materially to the general success of the BHfea-u' s 
counterespionage program and could alwayjr be cpumted upon ^n,. our daily con- 
ferences for helphful suggestions and sear|hin^|||?|^1^'ons; [ feo|ff;erning all. problems. 
You will recall the Hickman case', v/hich .involved the placing of secret ink on 
a bona fide letter by a censorship employee, was practically solved by Mr. 

Penny because of his attention to detail, which solution inured to the benefit 
of the Bureau and saved great embarrassment to the Office of Censorship. In 
view of his contribution to the Bureau 1 s success in this field, it is thought 
that he should be recognized with a meritorious increase in salary. 


Memo for Mr. Ladd 






£ It is known that in the Cpcase Special Agent Robert A. Maheu of 

the New Uork Field Division played a principal part. He handled Costes, 

Ywho was, to say the least, the most difficult informant in thsi field that 
the Bureau has had to contend with. Agent -“%heu also incurred the friend- 
ship of Cavaillez without arousing suspicion and, as far as can be seen in 
the Bureau, generally .did an exceedingly creditable job. It is believed that 
his work deserves a _ meritorious increase in salary. Since numerous other 
Agents worked on this case, it is believed advisable to have the comments of 
Assistant Director E. J. Connellpy, who handled the matter as a special, 
relative to any recognition to be shorn the Agents in the field, and a letter 
for that purpose is attached. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


4l) It is recommended that Special Agent F. S. Penny be afforded a 
meritorious increase in salary for his bh&neiugh and capablathandling of the 
Cocase specifically, and generally for his valuable and constant contribution 
to the Bureau’s counterespionage program during World War II. Mr. Penny is 
to be commended for his thoroughbess, enthusiasm, good judgment, proper 
analysis of problems, and loyalty to his responsibilities as a Bureau super- 
visor. 


(2) It is recommended that Special Agent Robert A. Maheu be given a 
meritorious increase in salary for his hahdling of Dieudonne Costes and 
generally excellent? work in the Cocase if not inconsistent with Assistant 
Director Connelley’s reply to the attached recommended letter asking for 
comments on any Agents deserving of recognition.

MEMORANDUM 


Re* ROBERT MAHEU, SPECIAL AGENT 

I thought you would be interested in learning of the 
favorable comment made concerning the above-named Special Agent 
by Deputy Sheriff FRANK TAMBLYN of Olympia, Washington, whom 
the writer recently contacted while -enroute to Vancouver, Wash- 
ington on official business. - 

Deputy Sheriff FRANK TAMBLYN stated that, in his opinion, 
the above-named Special Agent "certainly is the best agent in the 
following up of matters who has operated in this vicinity." What 
Mr. TAMBLYN had in mind was the action of Special Agent MAHEU in 
connection with the case entitled "RICHARD GENE OLD, with aliases. 
Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution", file number 88-160, in cal- 
ling him, TAMBLYN, on the long distance telephone and advising of 
subject’s apprehension and soliciting advice as to whether he, 
TAMBLYN, was desirous of interviewing the said OLD with reference 
to robberies that have occurred in and about Olympia, Washington. 

Mr. TAMBLYN stated that this action was rather an unusual one in 
that it frequently happened when an officer, either of the federal 
government or of the state, took a prisoner into custody in connec- 
tion with some offense with' which the particular officer was concem- 
. ed, that the officer seldom had the courtesy to call another officer 
who might be interested in the particular subject to inquire, as 
Agent MAHEU did, as to whether the other officer was desirous of 
interviewing the prisoner prior to his removal to another district 
to answer trial. 


It is little things like this that build good will for 
the Bureau. I thought that you probably would be happy to be ad- 
vised of this, as it is seldom that the good things in the way of 
good will built by a Special Agent comes to the attention of his 
supervisory official.

On this date Mr. C. E. R ightsell of the Civil Service 
Commission called at the Bureau concerning the above- captioned 
former Bureau employee . Mr. Rightsell stated the Civil Service 
Commission had received a "sensitive" loyalty form for Maheu

Per Bureau telephone call January 24, 1953, requesting inquiries re 
allegations made . by JEROME G, . DAVIAU, Attorney-at-law, 58 Main Street, 
Materville, Maine, -re ROBERT MAHEU, there are set forth herewith the 
results of interviews conducted by Special Agent RICHARD B. KELLOGG on

JEROME DAVIAU, Attorney, 58 Main Street, Waterville, Maine, was inter- 
viewed and his letter to the Director acknowledged. He stated he had 
brought suit against MAHEU 'in New York recently for services previously 
rendered, was successful iii the suit, and following the proceedings 
MAHEU threatened DAVIAU with' disbarment or with .otherwise causing him 
trouble. .! ' , ’ ■ ‘ >' 

DAVIAU felt with the prestige MAHEU derived from his association with 
the Bureau, plus his understanding .that the Director had formerly rec- 
ommended MAHEU for a position involving trust, he felt the Director should 
be advised concerning MAHEU* s activities since leaving the Bureau. He 
stated on leaving the .FBI,' MAHEU and RAYMOND FORTIN organized a broker- 
age house to operate without inventory in order to lessen overhead, which • 
failed. MAHEU then contacted a man in Canada who was canning sweet cream 
and made a deal to handle this product in the United States. 

On the basis of this, MAHEU organized Dairy Dream Farms, Inc., which was 
incorporated in New York, and then borrowed money on this project and 
sold stock to numerous persons by telling them of orders which had been 
promised and even displaying a reportedly forged telegram purporting to 
be an order from the ¥ar Department for the produqt. He stated he had 
heard these inducements from his clients and-rdicPno t feel he c ould,.

DAVIAU felt MAHEU got most of his money on prestige received from his asso- 
ciation with the FBI; that his failure was more than just error in judgment, 
and he has made no attempt to make good the losses caused by his .reckless 
spending of other people’s money for his own benefit. 

ROBERT GOODE, Manager, Western Union, Waterville, Maine, stated he was well 
acquainted with MAHEU 1 s business ventures, as RAYMOND FORTIN, his nephew, 
was also involved in them. He said the failure of the business was due to 
lack of knowledge, foresight, and due to no lack of good faith by MAHEU. 

He stated MAHEU did have a, telegram machine at his office and it would have 
been possible for him to make a telegram but he knew nothing of such acti- 
vities except what DAVIAU told him about a week ago when he - stated MAHEU 
had displayed such a telegram to EMILE DAVIAU, the complainant’s brother. 

Fr>. MARCOTTE, St. Francis . Parish, Waterville, Maine, stated he, his associate 
Fr. HACHEY, who was not available for interview, MAHEU’ s father, and many 
other persons lost money in MAHEU’ s venture, but he felt it was surely 
through no dishonesty on the part of MAHEU. He stated he had made a personal 
loan to MAHEU and has never questioned that it will some day be repaid, and 
has been told by MAHEU that he will be repaid as well as the others who lost 
money. He stated he feels MAHEU is sincere and nothing he did reflects in 
any way on his integrity or honesty. 

ONESIMI BOLDUC, owner, Bambi Bakery, Waterville, Maine, stated he loaned MAHEU 
$1,000 and purchased stock in his company and believed MAHEU was in good faith 
in all his activity. He stated ARTHUR DUPLESSIS, owner. Community Bus Line, 
Waterville, Maine, who is presently in Florida, had a large amount of money in 
MAHEU’ s venture and has told BOLDUC that MAHEU has constantly made payments on 
a note at the bank which DUPLESSIS endorsed. 

BOLDUC stated he has known MAHEU all his life and feels he is honest in every 
respect. He added he has seen a letter from the Director to MAHEU which was 
written when MAHEU left the FBI and, although it is complimentary, it says 
nothing concerning the recommendation on the part of the Director. He said 
he understood an attorney in Waterville who had recently sued MAHEU had told 
MAHEU following the proceedings that he would see to it that MAHEU* s activity 
did not go unnoticed. 

FREDERICK KNAUFF, President, Federal Trust Company, Waterville, Efeine, stated 
they had loaned MAHEU a large amount of money on endorsement of two of their 
customers and MAHEU had paid on these notes with regularity. He stated he 
has asked MAHEU why he did not go through bankruptcy, and MAHEU stated he did

not wish to but intended, if at all possible, to pay back everything he lost. 
KNAUFF displayed a recent letter from MAHEU in which MAHEU apologized for his 
slowness in making payments and set out in .full his income and usual expenses 
to show his financial difficulties. KNAUFF stated he felt certain that MAHEU 
acted in good faith and continues to do so. 

Major RAYMOND FORTIN, Adjutant General's Office, State House, A.ugusta, Maine, 
stated he worked with MAHEU for three or four years in the Dairy Dream venture 
and lost not only his time but all his money, and was sure MAHEU acted in good 
faith throughout the entire deal. He stated they did have verbal agreement 
for orders of their products which did not materialize, and added he was sure 
there was nothing fraudulent or dishonest in the setup of the corporation. 

He said MAHEU and the Dairy Dream Corporation had made a contract with the 
American Dairy Products Corporation of New York City that the la.tter company, 
which had purchased the former company, was to handle the Dairy Dream product 
and a per cent of the proceeds wa:s to go to the payment of the debt incurred 
by Dairy Dream and for nothing else.

BACKGROUND

You will recall that under date of l/19/^3 jyf sr b%% r ‘^ -Da-iA-au^- 
Attorney at Law , Waterville , Maine, addressed a letter to the Director 
stating that he understood former SA Maheu had been re com^npte/L 
Director for an assignment bearing on our national s epurjffTap.k ’ 

concerned whether or not Maheu deserves the Direct g r’s’pe rs ~ 
mendation. Mr. Daviau , indi cated that Maheu had engaged in irregular 
activities in conne ctvon with a business venture known as "Dairy 
Dream Cream" and stated that many people- had been " flimflamed " as a result 
of investing money in this enterprise. He furnished the names of various 
individuals in Waterville, Maine , as well as an individual,, fn' New York 
City, who could furnish information in this regard. The Director noAed, 

" Get to bottom of this promptly ." f .- ». . f \ 
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Bureau files reflect that in 1944 Mr. Baviau wrote the Bureau 
stating that he had information concerning F. Harold Bubord whose name 
had been suggested for a Federal Judgeship in Maine. There is no other 
reference to Bauiau in Bureau files. 

A summary of the information contained in Mr. Bauiau ' s letter 
was telephoni cally furnished on Saturday , 1/24/53 to SAC Hostetter of 
the Boston Office and Superuis or Thomas W. Curran of the New York Office 
who were instructed to have an immediate discreet inquiry conducted in 
their Bivisi ons to determine if former SA Maheu had engaged in any 
questionable or irregular activities as alleged. SAC Hostetter was 
instructed that Mr. Bauiau' s letter should be orally acknowledged at 
the time he was intervi ewed. Copies of the letter from Bauiau were 
furnished to the Boston and New York Offices on 1/24/53 for their 
assi stance in this inquiry. 

PERSONNEL BATA RE MAH EU 

Former SA Maheu entered on duty with the Bureau on 12/9/40 
and voluntarily resigned, on 7/24/47 because of his wife's health. His 
Bureau record was generally satisfactory and at the time of his resig- 
nation he was serving as Re sident Agent at Waterville , Maine. Since 
his re si gnat ion, the Birector has recommended him for various positi on s } 
the most recent one being on 12/2/52 when his name was suggested to 
Senator McCarthy ( along with five other former Agents ) for his con sider- 
ation for work with his Committee to Investigate the Executive Branch 
of the Government. Maheu' s file reflects that he served during 1952 
as Birector of Compliance for the Small Befense Plants Administration , 
for which position he was recommended by the Birector , Maheu mentioned 
in a letter to the Director on 9/16/49 that about a year previous he 
had formed a corporation known as "Bairy Bream Farms, Inc.," which had 
exclusive rights to a process for canning pure sweet cream whereby the 
cream could be kept indefinitely without refrigeration. Maheu indi cated 
in this letter that he was the largest stockholder in this corporation, 
which is apparently the business enterpri se to which Jerome G. Baviau 
refers in his letter. 

RESULTS OF INQUIRY 

The Boston Office has interviewed Jerome G. Baviau and orally 
acknowledged his letter. Baviau stated that he had recently brought suit 
against Maheu in New York for services previously rendered, was success- 
ful in the suit, and that thereafter Maheu threatened him with di sbarment 
or with otherwise causing him trouble . Baviau felt that the Birector 
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should be advised concerning Maheu' s activiti es since leaving the 
Bureau in view of the prestige Maheu derives from his association with 
the Bureau and Daviau ’s understanding that the Birector had formerly 
recommended Maheu for a position involving trust. 

According to Baviau 3 after Maheu left the FBI he and one 
Raymond Fortin or gani sed a brokerage house which failed and Maheu 
then contacted a man in Canada who was canning sweet cream and made a 
deal to handle this product in the United States. Thereafter Maheu 
organized a corporation known as "Dairy Bream Farms 3 Inc. 3 " and then 
borrowed money on this project and sold stock to numerous indi viduals 
by telling them of orders which had been promised and even di splaying a 
reportedly forged telegram purporting to be an order from the War 
Department for the product I Daviau stated he had received this infor- 
mation from clients and did not feel he could divulge the identities 
of these clients. He further stated that after obtaining this money 3 
Maheu pur chased an exp ensiv e home in New York and traveled extensively 
on the money received although it was nearly a year before any stock 
certificates were issued and by that time most of the money was gone. 
Daviau could not see how this could be done legally. He said that Maheu's 
business venture failed and the persons who loaned money or purchased 
stock have, never received any returns and Daviau feels Maheu has made 
no attempt to make good these losses. In summary 3 it was Daviau's feel- 
ing that Maheu got most of his money on prestige received from his 
association with the FBI; that his failure was more than just an error 
in judgment and he had made no attempt to make good the losses caused 
by his reckless spending of other peoples ' money for his own benefit. ■ 


The Boston Office intervi ewed various individuals at 
Waterville 3 Maine 3 who were mentioned in Daviau ’ s letter as having 
information concerning this matter. All of the individuals interviewed 
were acquainted with Maheu’s business ventures and in several instances , 
stated that they themselves had invested and lost money in Maheu’s 
company. Hovjever } none felt that Maheu had been guilty of any dishone sty 
or fraud in this conne cti on and they believed that Maheu had acted, in 
good faith and regarded him as an individual of integrity and honesty. 
Father Mar cott 3 a Catholic Priest at Waterville , stated that he had made 
a personal loan to Maheu and has never questioned that it will some day 
be repaid and Maheu has told him that he 3 .as well as other persons who 
lost money in Maheu’s venture , would be repaid . Father Marcott felt 
that Maheu is sincere and nothing he did reflects in any way on his 
integrity or honesty. Similar information was furnished by Robert 
Goode 3 Manager of Western Union; Onesimi Bolduc 3 owner of a bakery; and 
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Frederick Knauff , President of the Federal Trust Company at Wateruille. 

Mr. Knauff mentioned that he had asked Maheu why he did not go into 
bankruptcy and Maheu stated he did not wish to do this but intended , if 
at all possible , to' pay back everything he lost. All of these individuals 
felt that Maheu had acted in good faith. 

Major Raymond Fortin , Adjutant General's Office , Augusta , 

Maine , who was associated with Maheu in the dairy Bream venture, stated 
he was sure Maheu acted in good faith throughout the entire deal and 
that the failure of this venture was due to the fact that verbal agree- 
ment for orders of their product did not materialise. 

The New York Office contacted Roland Vigue, 205 East 72nd 
Street, Apartment 4H, New York City, who was suggested in Baviau ’s 
letter as having information concerning this, matter. Vigue, who has 
known Maheu for 20 years , sta£bd that Maheu sold some sixty thousand 
to seventy thousand dollars in stock to local residents of Waterville , 
Maine , in connection with the Bairy Bream venture. The stock, according 
to Vigue, is presently worthless. He stated that Maheu raised money 
through personal loans from various individuals in Waterville and it is 
his opinion that none of these loans have been repaid. He further stated 
that Maheu owes him $ 1800 yjhich was borrowed several years ago and has 
not been repaid despite written and oral requests. In addition , the 
" Hairy Bream Farms , Inc.," owes him $ 960 and the original debt with this 
company was $2100. Vigue suggested the names of numerous individuals 
located at various points throughout the United States who might ' - - 

be able to provide additional information regarding Maheu' s activitie s 
in this connection because of their associati on with him or as a result 
of money advanced to either Maheu or his company. 

Vigue also mentioned that in November , 1952, Maheu was sued 
in Municipal Court, New York City, 'by Jerome G. Baviau for legal services 
rendered and he understood that during the course of this hearing, Maheu 
told the Judge he was recommended, for the position he held at that time 
by the Director of the FBI. Vigue expressed the opinion that Maheu is 
not honest, has a capacity for intrigue ^and capitalises on his former 
asso ciation with the FBI. The New York^&iPc&rtained from records of 
the New York Municipal Court that Baviau sued Maheu in that court on 
11/25/52 before Judge Mitchell B. Schweitser for $1600 representing 
professional services. Baviau was awarded $ 425 and Maheu was awarded 
$ 304.95 on a counter claim, resulting in a net award' u : to Baviau of 
$ 101.05 .

CONCLUSIONS. 


It appears from the above information that Maheu had 
extensive financial difficulty in conne ction with his business venture 
and still owes considerable money as a result of this venture. Mr. 
Daviau has apparently had consi derable controversy with Maheu in this 
connecti on and he, a.s well as Roland Vigue, do not feel Maheu has acted 
in good faith;. However , various other individual s at Waterville, Maine, 
do not feel Maheu was guilty of di shonesty or fraud in this connection 
and indicate he has made and is mating efforts to see that the investors 
who lost money in this venture are repaid.

RECOMMENDATION OF ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION: 


In view of the information' developed, it is recommended that 
no further inquiry be made in this matter but that Maheu not be 
recommended by the Bureau~for any position in the future.

It is without hesitation that I write the following, though I have given 
it months of thought before reducing it to writing. 

I understand that the above subject has been highly recommended by you ,•*-.„ 
to an assignment having bearing on our national security. Just what it is, I 
do not know. I am concerned, however, with whether or not subject deserves 
your personal recommendation, and also whether he is making proper use of the 
same. The fact that subject has been and is now directing the advantages he^- 

I derives from your recommendation, such as prestige, connection and power, against 
me,- only tend to impugn my motives, but not to alter the facts nor the principle 
involved. 

j Up until the time above subject was a Federal agent out of your office and 
left the Bureau to engage in business, no one could question his integrity, nor 
your own judgment in the matter. Since then, however, the situation has changed 
jpto an unbelievable degree. 

I feel certain that if your department unravels his doings from then on, to 
date, that under no circumstance would you tolerate him either as an agent of ^ 
the bureau, or doing any work where any part of our national security is involved, 
unless basic honesty is not a requisite. 

I §m not going to attempt to give you the story, as it would in all probabil- 
ity be ina'ccurate, perhaps exaggerated, and even biased. It is my impression, how- 
ever, that very many people, including people in* all walks of life, in several

'Hr.' O’ Connor while discussing 1 other matters X'/ith me today 
said that he had an interview with Mr. Rufus Miles, of the Federal - 
Security Agency with respect to the security setup of that agency. 
Mr. O’Connor stated that the" position they had in mind was one in • 
Grade GS-15 paying 10, BOO dollars per annum. Mr. O’Connor stated ; 
he told Mr. Miles he would not be interested in a position at that . 
salary in the government on : a permanent basis. . .* 

He said during the' discussion with Mr. Mies it was developed 
that the Federal Security Agency was confused, did not. seem to know 
exactly, what their problem was and it was suggested that perhaps a 
survey was. what they needed to find exactly what the . situation was- 
at FSA and' what xvas required. Mr; O’Connor said during the dis- 
cussion the question of the cost of such a survey was brought up ,- 
and Mr. Miles at first" suggested maybe #3° "a. day*, -O’: Connor pointed 
out his office expenses were "$35 a day and Miles then suggested"; ; 
maybe $45 a day. This was to be. for the purpose of conducting' a 
survey and would last 60. or 90 days. 'O’Connor ppinted out to Mr. 
Miles that obviously he could not find a competent firm or indivi- 
dual to undertake such a survey on such a temporary basis for less 
than §100 a day. Mr O’Connor said frankly he did not see how he 
could undertake such a survey which would demand a.great deal of ; 
time- for a 60 to 9P day period of ■ time for less than $100 a .day. 

He said in fact Mr. Miles agreed in order t o get a competent man 
to make such a survey it would probably cost them that much and 
certainly would cost them more if they called in, a research f irm • 
to do it bn a contractual basis. ' ’ . v 


' Mr. O’Connor advised me that during the interview with Miles, V- 
‘ Miles asked .O’Connor his opinion of four individuals who Miles in- V 
< - dicate.d had been recommendedto FSA by the Bureau. These individuals 
were William Howard Alexander, John Phillips and j Robert ; A. ^Mahex i J 
■■} former '-Special. Agents and another individual* whose phonetic name 
0’ Connor. understood to be Acre. : O’Connor said as far as. he knex-/ r 
this last individual was not a former Agent of the Bureau and was . ' 

employed by the office of Price Stabilization. ' . 

It Would, appear that Miles . in talking to -O’Connor misled him 
into believing that the four names were submitted .by the Bureau 
and. I think this was a shoddy trick on the part of Miles* ; .

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It will be recalled that Mr. Jack Beardwood, 
Administrative Assistant to Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, 

Administrator, BSA^Cnow Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare) called on April 9, and asked for name checks 
on Alexander and Maheu, former Bureau employees . 

Mr. Beardwood called this morning and stated that 
he had talked to Mr. Alexander and had arranged an 
appointment for him with Mrs. Hobby this afternoon. ■ 

Beardwood asked wehter the name check request could be 
handled before 3:30 P.M. I told Mr. Beardwood that this 
matter was being given attention and I would get in touch 
with him as soon as I had some information to report . 

At 12:45 P.M. I called Mr. Beardwood and told him 
a matter had come up in connection with Alexander which the 
Bureau was going to have to check into, and just as soon as 
this question was resolved the Bureau would get in touch with 
him . 

At 1:40 P.M. Mr. Beardwood called back !:dhd asked 
if there were any developments . Beardwood stated that Mrs . 

Hobby was scheduled to appear tomorrow morning before the 
House Subcommittee on Appropriations and she wanted, if at all 
possible, to be in the position of saying, in case the question 
arose, that a Security Officer had been obtained, and he was 
to- report for duty within the very near future . In this 
connection, Mp. Beardwood stated that during his interview with 
Alexander he (''determined that Alexander was ready to report 
promptly if given the assignment. Again I told Beardwood that 
the matter was receiving attention at the Bureau and just as soon 
as some information could be determined, I would be in touch with 
him .

FA request for the service record of former SA Robert A • 

Maheu was telephoni cally received October 28, 1953, from E, J, 

Stocking, Assistant Chief, Examining Division, U, S, Civil Service 
Commission, code 171, extension 5049 • Mr, Stocking stated that the 
Commission is conducting an investigation of Maheu, who is presently 
employed as Compliance and Security Officer, Small Defense Plants 
Administration, in that Maheu is being considered by the latter 
agency for the Administrative Officer's position in Grade GS-17, which 
necessitates a clearance by the Civil Service Commission from the 
loyalty, character and general reputqti on standpoint • ) 

Maheu entered on duty in the Bureau December 9, 1940, as a 
Special Agent, He served in the Phoenix, Seattle , New York and Boston 
Offices until submitting his voluntary resignation which became effective 
at the close of business July 24, 1947, when he was in Grad^pAFfl 2 
earning $6623,40 per annum. All of his perfonman-Ge^T^a£Jjigs'~wer-e A - 
satisfactory, I T"

He had beek a Re&i&qfrJ^ Apen± r ,at 
Bangor, Maine, He had a very good record whi^e hpjpwas^ an AgenVf 
After resigning from the' Bureau Maheu ma i nta vnedr^vexAjJjc bf d'i alwr e lations 
with the Bureau and was recommended for a number of pos itio n s~bhf~th e 
Director, After leaving the Bureau Maheu organised a corporation 
known as Dai iy Dream Farms, Inc , This venture was unsuccessful and 
on January 19, 1953, Jerome G, Daviau, Attorney, Waterville , Maine, 
wrote to the Director alleging 'that Maheu acted dishonestly in connection 
with the afore-mentioned business venture, that Maheu did not deserve 
the Director' s personal recommendation which he understood Maheu 
had received , Daviau also alleged that Maheu traddd on his former 
Agent's status to borrow considerable sums of money to establish the 
corporation and had failed to pay his creditors , You will recall that 
we conducted an extensive i.m t3$-py^ifyt\iffi)((Yheu T s activities in respect 
to Dairy Dream Farms, Inc, Our inquiry devglpped that Maheu did owe 
substantial sums ^o^money ffqm^thip,, qpe^q^i on," that in -connection with a 
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lawsuit against Maheu by Daviau in New York $tate Matyeu informed 
the judge during the hearing that he had been recommended by the 
Director for the position which he then held . The inquiry 
reflected that a number of persons who were interviewed were of 
the opinion that Maheu had not acted in good faith whereas there 
were others who said he had acted in good faith and would eventually 
I repay said debts . It was recommended and approved by the Director 
I that in future inquiries concerning Maheu that he not be recommended . 

A request for his service record was received ! s 

19h9j from the president of the New York , New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad . Maheu advised the Bureau January 15, 1952, that because of 
the Director’s recommendati on at that time he was offered and accepted 
the position of Director of Compliance , Small Defense Plants 
Administration , at $10,800 per annum in GS-15 . His service record was 
furnished to U. S. Civil Service Commission, February 26, 1952/ His 
service record was furni shed to Senator Yfiley April, 1952 • An official of 
the Small Defense Plants Administration and an examining auditor of 
the Civil Service Commi ssi on contacted Mr, Glavin August Ilf., 1952, 
for information as to whether Maheu held any administrative 
responsibilities while in the Bureau since Maheu was then in 
Grade 15 and the Commission was questioning this grade since 
Maheu had held only a CAF-12 at the time he left the Bureau . 

Mr, Telford Taylor , Administrator, Small Defense Plants Administration, 
advised September 15, 1952, that he was grateful to the Director 
for having recommended Maheu to his Bureau and could not commend 
Maheu highly enough, Taylor at that time was the subject of a 
loyalty inquiry in regard to alleged pro-Communist sympathies , 

The Di rector saw Maheu October l6, 1952 , and Maheu expressed apprecia- 
tion for being recommended for the Small Defense Plants Administration 
and acknowledged the interview by letter of October 21, 1952 • 

Maheu’ s name was recommended by the Director to Senator Joseph R, 

McCarthy December 2 , 1952, However, on January 26, 1953y the 
afore-menti oned derogatory information concerning Maheu was furnished 
to the Bureau by the SAC at Boston, Memo dated January 29, 1953 3 
summari sed the afore-menti oned situation, recommended that no further 
inquiry be made in the matter concerning Dairy Dream Farms, Inc., 
that Maheu not be recommended by the Bureau for future positi ons, 
which recommendations the Director appro ved . 

' John- E. Horne, Administrative Assistant to Senator 
Sparkman, Committee on Banking and Currency, U. S. Senate, on 
March 23, 1953, pointed out to the Director he had resigned from his 
position with the Small Defense Plants Administration and wanted tHe 
Director to know that he (Maheu) was continuing to meet high 
standards set by the Bureau. An inquiry was received for his service 
record from the Department of Health, Education and Welfare April 9 3 
19533 it w o,s recommended and approved in a memorandum of 
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April 13, 1953, that the inquirer be told that since Maheu f s 
resignation the Bureau learned he engaged in an unsuccessful 
business venture, left many outstanding debts and that many 
creditors felt he had been unethical with his business dealings.l 
No subsequent inquiries have been received concerning Maheu 
until the present one , 

Maheu resigned from the Bureau at a time when his services 
could not be construed as critically needed , His file contains only 
favorable comments made by him concerning the Bureau , His work 
record was Satisfactory while he was with the Bureau , However, 
derogatory information reflecting upon his character was received 
subsequent to his resignation , 



CONCLUSIONS 

In view of the above facts it is believed that Mr , E, J, 
Stocking should be telephonically advised that Maheu r s work record 
was satisfactory while he was with the Bureau, that during the time 
he was with us nothing derogatory was known concerning his 
character or integrity but the Bureau received information 
subsequent to his resignation indicating that he engaged in an 
unsuccessful business venture , left many debts outstanding and 
tha-ffizk&f creditors felt he was unethical in his business dealings,

Leahy said he had been given the job of trying to locate 
Harry Cane (Harry Cohen) alleged to be the brother of "Mickey* 1 Cohen, 
and wanted to know whether this investigation would interfere with 
the Bureau in any manner. He was told that the Bureau would have 
no basis to object to the Capehart Committee looking for Cohen 
regardless of whether we had an interest in him. (According to the 
news reports of August 6, 1954* Cane was located in Chicago and 
served with a subpoena). 

Leahy wanted to know whom he should contact when he came 
across pertinent information. He was advised to either call the 
writer or Mr. Courtney Evans. 

Leahy served with the Bureau from June 1 , 1942 , until October 2 , 
1945 * when he resigned and subsequently went with the Veterans 
Administration. He was last assigned to the Washington Field Office 
in Grade GS 11 at $4300 per annum. He had considerable experience 
in police training, lecturing on traffic matters, etc. He was 
rated, as satisfactory. His file reflects that he had numerous jobs 
and it appears that he is a floater. In 1948 he was a dean at 
Seton Hall University. Later he was with McLeod at the State 
Department and in this regard former Inspector Egan advised that 
two confidential sources who would not disclose themselves or testify 
claimed with assurance that Leahy allegedly had engaged in 
homosexual practices and had been a drunkard.'**' Former Inspector 
Egan said he could not either establish 'or' disestablish the allegation. 
Leahy’s file contains no information along these lines. 

With respect to Robert A. Maheu, he entered the Bureau 
December 9 , 1940 * and resigned July 24 * 1947 * His performance 
ratings were satisfactory and his resignation, according to his letter, 
was submitted on the basis of his wife’s physical condition. He 
resigned from the Bureau at a time when his services could not be 
construed as critical. According to' his file, which contains only 
favorable comments of him by the Bureau, after he left he organized 
an organization known as “Dairy Dream Farms, Inc.,® which was 
unsuccessful and in that connection it was reported he had acted 
dishonestly. 

On February 26 , 1954* Maheu called and spoke with the Director 
advising that he had resigned from the Small Business Administration 
and was opening a private investigative agency. He said he wanted

the Director to know if he could be of any service to the Bureau 
he was always available. At that time he expressed himself 
strongly as to how ex-agents should act and should try to live up 
to the high ideals of the Bureau.

Maheu's services as an Agent were' entirely satisfactory, during 
which time he had been assigned to the Phoenix, Seattle , New York .and 
Boston Offices, his last grade and salary having been CAF - 12, $6623,4;® 
per annum , . „ .*j , 

Maheu's letter dated September 16, 1949, stated that shortly 
after his resignation from the Bureau, he 'organ is ed a general brokerage 
business in theState of Maine, He said he was principal stockholder . of 
Dairy Dream Farms’, Incorporated, which merchandised a specially processed 
canned sweet cream in about thirty states and ten foreign countries, 

Maheu's letter dated January 15, 1952, advised that because of 
the Director's recommendati on, he was offered and had accepted the posi- 
tion of Director of Compliance for the Small Defense Plants Administration 
with a starting salary of $10,800 per annum in GS-15, He had previously 
(on September 21,* 1949) been advised he was being recommended to the Presi- 
dent of tfie New’ York, New Haven and Hartford' Railroad or possible : employ. -

Obendorf is still going to try to pump John Murphy further*. 

The very first thing this morning, Special Agent D a j^Murphy , 
who has previously furnished information as a result of his conversation with 
former Special Agent William Staten, came in and told Laughlin that at church 
yesterday he ran into a former Agent. He gave Laughlin the former Agent's 
initials, which were L. C., and Laughlin inquired if this was LeJ&Condon. 

Murphy confirmed this and then related that Condon asked Dave Murphy, ’’What's 
the story on Maheu’s being on the Bureau’s black list?"" Dave said he did not 
know and asked Condon where he heard of any such thing. Condon stated he 
heard it discussed at the last meeting of the Former Special Agents Society, 
which he described as Thursday, October 7. There was nothing further said 
between Condon and Murphy. 


Laughlin was wondering how direct: our informant was to the 
information because he reasoned that it probably grew out of the Friday luncheon 
meeting of Murphy, Russell, Garrity and Leahy. Laughlin further emphasized 
that Murphy's statement that he asked the three, ’’What do you think of Staten's 
call to Taggart this morning?” tended to confirm Staten's version that he got 
the information from Murphy. Laughlin further stated that if this came out at 
the Society of Former Agents meeting on Thursday evening, October 7, then he 
believes this changes the complexion so far as the source was concerned. Laughlin 
recounted that the SAC Letter arrived in the Washington Field Office, Thursday 
afternoon, October 7. He stated that he has now definitely determined that he 
did not give the SAC Letter to his secretary, Mrs. Parsons, to excerpt the 
portion pertaining to Maheu Associates until Friday morning and Mrs. Parsons 
typed this up and then he, Laughlin, gave this excerpt to the -Supervisors of the 
Washington Field Office at 8:25 a. m. on. October 8, to take up at the Supervisors 
conferences and that he is definite that no one in the Washington Field Office had 
the contents of the letter in the Washington Field Office until Friday morning. 

Laughlin stated that this in no wise takes away from the seriousness 

I of the matter since there was still a leak and whether the leak occurred in the 
Field Office or elsewhere did not matter to him. 


I think that this latter information about the matter being taken up 
at the Former Agents Society meeting adds to the mystery. I am trying now to 
get confirmation independently. I talked to one. former Special Agent this morning “ 
on another matter and casually brought up the last meeting of the Society of Former 
Special Agents. This former Agent was not at the meeting but stated he can find 
out what transpired without indicating any interest. The former Agent I talked 
to was LeonardMiner,

With reference to the mailing of the SAC Letter 
dated October 5, 1954, I have checked back on it. The yellow of the 
letter itself was dated September .29, referring to the day it was typed. 

It reached the Director's office on September 29 where it was approved 
and reached Mr. Harbo's office on September 30. . This letter in turn 
was prompted by the Director's notation on Mr. Edwards' memo of 
September 20, wherein the Director stated, "We must see that we are 
most circumspect in all dealings with Maheu, here and in the field." 

This memo was checked in the routing block to Mr. Tolson, Boardman, 
Nichols, Belmont, Mohr, Rosen and Sizoo.. ' In the meantime, I had 
prepared a letter to the Legal Attaches dated September 22, which was 
mailed on September 24th. This was checked to Messrs. Boardman, 

Mohr, Rosen and Sizoo. The SAC Letter was processed and went out 
with the weekly SAC Letter which is dated October 5, 1954. This carries 
the Communications stamp indicating it was mailed October 5th. I 
verified the fact that it was placed in circulation on October 5th because 
it was checked into the various administrative offices at the Seat of 
Qo ve rnment . ~ 

I rechecked this matter with SAC Laughlin. He 
stated the letter was. received in the Washington Field Office on 
October 6th, which would be Wednesday. There is no reason to doubt 
this because if it went out of the Mail Room on the evening of October 5th 
and even though it was delivered in the Washington .Field Office on the 
evening of October 5th, since it was Bureau mail it would not be opened 
in Mr. Laughlin' s office until the following .morning if it arrived after 
Mr. Laughlin and his staff had left. Mr. Laughlin did not have a chance 
to thoroughly read this letter and indicate action until the following 
evening, October 7th, and then he had Mrs. Parsons type the pertinent 
paragraph on the morning of October 8th. 


With reference to further pursuing this matter, 
since Mr. Mohr is close to former Special Agent Dan O'Conpr, I would 
[like to suggest he endeavor to ascertain from O 1 Conor if this was taken 
fclie Society of Former Agents on October 7th. Perhaps O' Conor 
some indication as to where it came from.

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As set forth in my memorandum of October 18, 1954, I desire 
to advise that I informed SAC Laughlin of the Washington Field Office (WFO) 
that he should interview the Agents who are known to be closely associated 
with former Special Agent William /Staten. I further informed SAC Laughlin 
that at the next squad conference, further comment was to be made on the 
leaking of information to a. former Agent and that it was to be made crystal 
clear that henceforth Bureau communications' are not to be the subject of 
discussion with persons outside the Bureau. 

In my memorandum of October 18, 1954, I reported that foniner 
Special Agent Staten claimed that he met several Agents in the hall and that a 
couple of them in a joking manner commented on our SAC Letter with reference 
to the Maheu Associates. Staten very definitely conveyed the impression to me 
th,at his office was in the Old Post Office Building and,I so advised you and the 
Director. 

I asked Laughlin, to check on this and he now informs me that 
Staten’s office is not in the Old Post Office Building, c but it is in the Internal 
Revenue Building, which is next door. There is a Treasury Unit of only eight 
people in the Old Post Office Building and this Treasury Unit is not associated 
with the new Inspection Unit of the Treasury Department..' , f

that he had talked to all the Agents who were known to be friendly with Stoi finv 

With the exception, of one, all denied having any discussion With. Staten. Special '

volunteered the information that Staten had called him on,.the telephone on either , 
October 11 or 12 and stated that in going up and down Pennsylvania- Avenue he 
has heard the Bureau issued instructions that there was' to be no information 
furnished the Maheu Associates. He pumped Murphy on this and Murphy told ’ 
him he knew nothing about the matter. In the discussion with SAC Laughlin 
on Wednesday, October 2.0, Murphy volunteered that he might be able to. pump; . 
Staten and secure some information from him. 'Murphy was concerned over the 
situation. Laughlin told him to go ahead.. r

Murphy" called Staten, and had lunch -with him today. Immediately 
after lunch, he reported to Laughlin the results. He informed Mr. . Laughlin that 
Staten told him that I had sent for Staten and had discussed this matter with him. 
Staten informed Murphy that he had told me that he had run into a couple of Agents 
who joked about the matter; that obviously he, Staten, could not tell me the full 
facts and, accordingly, used the explanation that he secured the information in 
a joking manner. 

Murphy then asked Staten just how he did get the information and 
Staten replied that around 8:15 a. m. on Friday, October 8, 1954, he received a 
telephone call from John J. Murphy. (John J. Murphy is a. former Special Agent, 
now partner' in Sanders Bar and Grill. He furnished the information to the Maheu 
Associates, according to our source of information and stated he received the 
information from William Staten who secured it from the Field Office. John J. 
Murphy is a cousin of Dave Murphy.) Continuing, Staten stated that John Murphy 
was a very close personal friend, of Robert Maheu and. John Murphy told Staten 
that he had heard last night, which would have been Thursday night, October 7, 
that the Maheu group had been put on the Bureau’s black list; that John Murphy 
was going to be tied up- that day and wanted to get this word to Maheu; and since 
the Maheu office would not open until 9:00 a.m. , he asked Staten to call and pass 
the word on. This Staten did do. 

Dave Murphy was upset over this information since John Murphy 
is a cousin and he told Laughlin that John Murphy should not have done any such 
thing as this, and Dave told Laughlin that this hurt him very much since he was 
fond of John Murphy and he also appreciated the spot that the Bureau had been 
put in by the unauthorized disclosure of the information. Dave Murphy asked if 
there was anything else he could do and Laughlin told him that he would let him 
know. 


David Murphy’s only explanation for not having reported the tele- 
phone call on the 11th or 12th was that he did not furnish any information.

1 told SAC Laughlin at this point that I had talked to Staten. I 
reiterated what Staten had told me. I told him Staten had. proved himself to be - 
a liar in view of the story he told me that he received the information when > J 
Agents joked with him and the story he told Dave Murphy that he had gotten it 
from John J. Murphy.

I told Laughlin in confidence and told him he could not discuss 
this with anyone, but that it was our information that John Murphy relayed the 
information to the Mah'SU group and that John Murphy said he - got the information 
from Staten who got it from the Field Office. Both Laughlin and I agreed that 
the Staten version given to Dave Murphy was weak since John Murphy, being a 
close friend of Maheu as he is would have the home phone number of Maheu 
and others of the group; however, ife is known Maheu was not in town at the 
time. Another weakness is that the SAC Letter was not given to the squads 
until the morning of October 8. Prior to that time, it was known only to the 
SAC and the supervisory staff in the Washington Field Office. 

Laughlin stated that Supervisor Obendorg came to him yesterday. 
Obendorf was very much disturbed over the leak and is hurt per sonally by the 1 
incident, accordingly to Laughlin. He further stated that Obendorf had John 
Murphy assigned to his squad and. that Obendorf felt that John Murphy would be 
. honest with him if he felt he was being of some, assistance. Obendorf volunteered 

! . and wants to run into John Murphy and pump- him to see what he will say. I told 
Laughlin that certainly there could be no harm done in this and that Obendorf 
should go ahead, but that Ohendorf should not relate to John Murphy the story 
related by William Staten. 

SAC Laughlin would like to avoid disclosing to John Murphy 
the information relayed to him by Dave Murphy unless this becomes necessary. 

I told .Laughlin to have Obendorf try his hand and if that didn’t work, we would 
try some thing, else. 

We do know definitely that former Agent William Staten falsified 
the matter and that in view of our basic information it is not possible to accept 
his version, and that we must conclude that Staten did get the information from 
some Agent and Staten is. now trying to cover up. 

An extra copy of this memorandum is being made in order that 
it can go into the personnel files of John . JmMnrphy and William J. Staten. 
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With reference to the leak from th^LW^shington Field Office (WFO) 
of information pertaining to the Robert A. Maheu Associates which appealed in 
SAC Letter No. 54-53, dated October 5, 1954, which was taken up with the squads 
in the WFO on Friday morning, October 8, 1954, I wish to advise as follows: 

I discussed at some length this entire matter with the informant. 
There is absolutely no question in my pnind but that the informant is telling the 
truth. The informant does not want his name, which is known to the Director, 
in any way to appear in Bureau memorandum or known. In checking back on the 
leak, the following facts have been developed. 

" Jolgpu^urphy , a former employee of the Bureau who was assigned 

to the WFO, is a partner in a new bar which is presently being opened near the 
new O'Donnell's Restaurant, known as Sanders Bar and Grill. On Friday,

October 8, 1954, Murphy made inquiry of a third person as to whether the third 
person had received the bad news. The third person inquired as to what bad news 
and Murphy is reported to have said that the Maheu organization had been put on 
the Bureau's list and Murphy had just gotten the information straight; that an 
SAC Letter had come out instructing that all Agents be circumspect in dealing 
with the Maheu organization. An inquiry has been directed to Murphy as to 
where he got the information and Murphy, in confidence, stated that he had re- 
ceived the information from former Special Agent Staten. Staten was described 
as presently being employed in Internal Revenue with f o rmer A.gent^.Robinette 
and that Staten had gotten it directly from the Fieldy^ffice.j _ ^ ^ f*7^L, 


William Jay^taten, who entered on duty :August>T : 8 1 , s< l ! 94-7y-gub'-""'"' 
mitt ed his resignation which, took effect on July 20 , 1954. Tie r had 'been - c?ss igne'd” 
to the WFO since February 15, 1948. Staten's letter of, resignation' was datecl

June 11, 1954. He assigned as his reason for resigning that he!_ jga!s tse e kingp> v r 
greater financial' remuneration. Active duty ceased July 2r y ., : 1 9,54.^ Under ,datP'}vA~!?ii" 
of June 11, 1954, a letter of censure was directed to Statenlar is ing-f-rom-'the'^*" 
loss of a book of Government Transportation Requests. This letter,* how ever, 
was not mailed until June 14, 1954. The Director saw Staten at his request on A 
June 16, 1954. His record appeared^ttiTh,.^ entirely satisfactory and. he was re- 


garded as a good Agent.

The files reflect that Special Agent John Joseph Murphy entered 
on duty January 5, 1948, and resigned as of June 3, 1954. He had been assigned 
to the WFO since December 16, 1950. He submitted his resignation as of 
April 29, 1954; active duty to cease May 21, 1954. He gave as his reason for 
resigning the need for increased financial remuneration. His last efficiency 
report was satisfactory. He was assigned to the Soviet Section of the Espionage 
Squad. 

I instructed SAC Laughlin to check the No. 3 cards for October 8, 
1954, to determine if any of the Agents were at Internal Revenue and whether 
there was any reported interview with Staten. Laughlin subsequently reported 
back on the evening of October 15, 1954, that there were only two references 
which might indicate a contact. Special Agent W. D. Temple contacted the 
Personnel Security Office of the Treasury Department. In checjdng back on this, 
Laughlin learned that this was in a different building than Internal Revenue, was 
on an applicant case and, thus, doe snot indicate any possibility of a contact with 
Staten. The other contact was by Special Agent James C. Smith who contacted 
James C. Rivers, Bureau of Internal Revenue, in an applicant case. , Laughlin 
has checked on the notes pertaining to this contact and there is nothing to indicate 
that Smith contacted Staten. 



I told Langhlin that in a most discreet manner he should endeavor 
to get a line on the Agents who were close to Staten. He stated that he would do 
this and would advise the Bureau. \ ^ 

Rather than make anyyshotgun approach, I think we should endeavor"'-., 
to narrow down as much as possible Staten’s contacts and once that has been de- 
termined, then I think we have nocfcher alternative but to instruct Laughlin to inter- 
view all Agents on whom it he re is any indication of having close contact or association 
with Staten.

”1 want all Special Agents advised of the existence of 
this organisation and instructed that they must be most 
circumspect in all dealings with Maheu or any of his repre- 
sentatives. In the event any investigative personnel should 
receive any information regarding the activities of this 
organisation, or if any investigative personnel are contact- 
ed by representatives of this organisation the ^Bureau shouldCff-. 
be immediately advised.”

to Young l s efforts to obtain control of the New York Central Railroad 
'and I was aware that Maheu t s outfit: was apparently interested in 
entering the field of police surveys. It seemed obvious to me that 
an SAC Letter was necessary in this matter in order to alert the 
field to the potential activities of Maheu Associates, particularly 
when we knew that Maheu had some rather questionable former agents 
working for him* It seems a shame to me that we can T t seem to send 
instructions to our agents without having them blabber it all over 
Washington but I guess in the preparation of every ' SAC Letter and 
instruction to the field we have got to assume that anything that is 
said will eventually find its way to the public domain or at least 
to the ears of those about whom we are writing* 

There is attached the yellow file copy of the SAC Letter 
in quest ion, the original signed copy of the SAC Letter , as well as

You will recall that we were informed that the information 
pertaining to the Bureau's: SAC Letter on Maheu was discussed at a meeting of 
the Society of^Speciai* Agents Thursday night, October 7th. If this were true 
this would tend to negatofthe information we had to the effect that the information 
came from the Washington Field Office. You will recall that the information 
on the SAC Letter was not disseminated by the Field Office until their squad 
conferences on Friday morning, October 8th. You will also recall that the 

( information we have 'confidentially secured indicates;} that former Special 
Agent JohmMurphy claimed that a Bureau supervisor called him. We have 
made some checks with negative results on the allegation that the information 
.was discussed at the meeting of th^Jsdcfety of Former Agentsjand it is felt that 
this was injected into'Jhe matter as a diversionary tactic on the part of Murphy 
and Staten, the. former Agents who handled the information, to take it away from 
the Field Office. However, former SA Les Condon did advise an Agent of the 
Field Office voluntarily that this had been discussed at the October 7th meeting. 

I had previously talked to Leonarc^Viner, who had not beend: 
jthe meeting, but stated he would check around. He called to advise me^tnat he ^ 

‘has now determined that this was discussed not formally or as a part, of the 
jprogram, but apparently there was a, group of Agents involved in a discussion. 

He has gotten a coupleyersions. One was that Maheu severed his relations with 
former SA CarmemBellino and then hired CharlieNLyons; that this did not set 
well with the Bure air and a letter was put out which'said that if an Agent saw 
Maheu coming down the street, the Agent should walk over to the other side of 
the street.

MAHEU advised that one of his employees , JOHN GERRITY, 
a former newspaper man, had a number of "contacts" among press 
representatives in Paris and it had originally been planned to release 
the CATAPODIS disclosures in that city. However, he claimed that 'the 
CIA had decided that Rome would be more suitable for this purpose 
because "Arab countries pay more attention to news emanating from 
Rome than from other European capitals". According to MAHEU, no 
release was to be made from any point in the United States to avoid 
indicating any American connection with the disclosure. As a result, 
MAHEU and GERRITY came to Rome and arranged to release their story 
to a number of local newspaper reporters at a meeting arranged by 
Dr. GIUSEPPE DOSI, Chief, Interpol Office, Italian Police National 
Headquarters, who is a source of information of this Office. 

(MAHEU said that he had obtained the names of several European 
representatives of the BIELASKI AGENCY in Washington, D.C., should be 
have need for their assistance, and learned that Dr. DOSI was 
considered their Rome "respresentative" whereas he found that he was 
a police official and actually only a "contact".) This meeting however, 
failed to produce any results except for interest expressed by an 
agent of L'EPOCA, an Italian weekly magazine, which requested GERRITY 
to prepare an article on the CATAPODIS story, "American" style. 

Efforts to have the story published, in this periodical likewise 
encountered difficulty as it was confidentially learned through 
Dr. DOSI, that the publisher of L'EPOCA had arranged to consult with 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs over the possible unfavorable reaction 
in Saudi Arabia that such a story might have with respect to- Italy 
if it carried a Rome Date line. 

MAHEU related that the original CATAPODIS documents 
were purchased from Former BQraeau Agent LEON G. TURROU who has an 
office in Paris and who may be "peddling copies of the same 
documents, to other interests." .He said he has been in touch with 
two CIA representatives whom he claimed to know only by the names 
of "Jack" and "Bill", who were responsible for keeping in touch 
with him as to developments in the "case". MAHEU" s London 
representative. Former FBI Special Agent CHARLES LYONS, it was 
learned, has engaged in surveillance of ONASSIS 1 travels and 
contacts aboard his yacht "CHRISTINA". 

In the course of relating the above information, 

MAHEU emphasized that he wanted "absolutely nothing" from this Office 
and had made his local presence known only as a matter of courtesy. 

He made the attached documents available willingly with the understanding 
that no mention be made to the Embassy's CIA representatives of his 
being in touch with this office.

Bureau with prejudice for the express purpose of using this information in 
defense of a libel suit in Paris.
